12 civilians 
die in Israeli 
attack on 
Gaza Strip 


GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip — An 
Israeli airstrike on Sunday killed. 10 
members of one family, mostly women 
and children, in the deadliest single at- 
tack since the current fighting in the 
Gaza Strip began last week. 

“This is a massacre,” shouted Nass- 
er Dalu, a cousin and neighbor as he 
watched in anguish as his relatives 
were pulled from debris. “What did 
these children do?” 

Two male next-door-neighbors were 
also killed, bringing the total death 
count to 12, with more than 20 people 
wounded. 

The 2:30 p.m. attack took place in 
the Naser district, a crowded residential 
neighborhood of Gaza City. 

Israel Defense Forces, which on 
Wednesday launched an air assault 
to stop rockets from being fired by 
Gaza militants into southern Israel, 
did not immediately comment on the 
strike. 

There was little chance of finding 
survivors in the pile of cement and 
glass. The force of the blast blew out 
windows blocks away. 

For hours after the strike, rescue 
workérs and neighbors nonetheless 
clung to hope of finding someone alive. 
Volunteers in orange vests searched. 
the wreckage while a bulldozer pulled 
apart collapsed walls of cement. 

Three women and one man were the 
first to be found at the house, which 
neighbors said was owned by Jamal 
Dalu, who was not home at the time of 
the attack. The dead included his wife

Tahani, 45; a son, Mohamed; a sister, 
Suhaila, 65; and Mohamed’s wife, Sa- 
mah. 

Then they found the children. 

With each discovery, men screamed 
while others climbed down to retrieve 
each body. Then, as onlookers chanted 
“God is great,’ a rescue worker would 
race through the parting sea of people

with a bloodied, dust-covered child, 
arms and legs flapping as he ran toward 
waiting ambulances.

Until Sunday, Israel had been prais-

But the Dalu house strike was likely 
to become one of the defining moments 
of the conflict. The attack brought the 
death toll to 66 people Wednesday, in- 
cluding at least 24 civilians.

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SACRAMENTO — Californians are 


growing more optitnistic about the di- 


rection of the state and its finances even 
as they continue to struggle with a sour 
economy, a new USC Dornsife/Los An- 
geles Times poll shows. 

The recent passage of Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s tax increases on the ballot, 
averting a fresh round of bruising cuts 
to public education, appears to account 
for some of the shift in attitude. 

Fifty-four percent of registered 

‘state voters said California is moy- 
ing in the right direction on its bud- 
get, and Brown’s approval rating has 
ticked up a few points to 49 percent 
— the highest since his 2010 election. 
The number of respondents saying 
the state is on the right track has more 
than doubled ‘Since they were asked in 
August 2011. 

Still, amid persistent double-digit 
unemployment and other underlying 
economic problems, that remains the 
view of a minority, only, 38 percent. 
Similarly, the number who say the 
state economy is finally beginning to 
improve has almost doubled since July 
2011, but those voters are also in the mi- 
nority, just 43 percent. 

Job losses, salary cuts and other fi- 
nancial troubles continue to affect Cali- 
fornians and their families -at roughly 
the same levels as a year ago, the poll 
found. 

“We started in an unbelievable hole. 
It’s been a tough road back to where we 
are now,” said Stan Greenberg, of the 
Democratic polling firm Greenberg 
Quinlan Rosner Research. 

The company conducted the poll 
with American Viewpoint, a Republi- 
can business. The USC Dornsife Col- 
lege of Letters, Arts and Sciences/Los 
Angeles Times poll canvassed 1,520 
registered voters by telephone from 
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Gov. Jerry Brown speaks at a rally in support of Proposition 30, held in Panorama City, Calif. on Nov. 5. 


Noy. 7-12. The margin of error is 2.9 
percentage points. 

The polling ended two days before 
the Legislature’s top financial adviser 
delivered upbeat news on the state 
budget, saying California could see 
surpluses in a few years even though 
it still has long-term fiscal problems to 
resolve. 

The increase in voter optimism 
comes after a wave of Democratic vic-. 
tories on Election Day. In addition to 
President Barack Obama’s re-election 
and the governor’s win on tax hikes, 
Democrats are poised for superma- 


jorities in both houses of the California 
Legislature. 

A two-thirds vote in each chamber 
is needed to raise taxes. Noam Mep- 
pen, 37, a San Diego Sales manager, 
praised Brown for taking a “pragmatic 
and balanced approach” to. the budget. 
A Democrat, he voted for the taxes be- 
cause “it’s important to have a strong 
education system.” 

If the tax increases had been reject- 
ed, nearly $6 billion would have been 
cut from the budget, mostly from public 
schools. Among voters who cast ballots 
in favor of Proposition 30, the desire 
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to protect schools from more spending 
cuts was the primary motivation, the 
poll showed. 

Others remain steadfastly opposed to 
higher taxes. Eric Willis, a 35-year-old 
investor who lives in Los Angeles, said 
California is headed in a direction that 
makes him “sick.” 

“T ‘can’t remember a time the state 
was doing anything right,” said Wil- 
lis, a Republican. “Our taxes never go 
down, they only go up.” 

David Kanevsky of American View- 
point noted that pervasive dissatisfac- 
tion could help Republicans, who: suf- 


fered steep losses on election day, make 
a comeback if things don’t go well in 
Sacramento. 

Since Democrats are expected 
to control the Capitol unilaterally, 
they’Il shoulder all of the blame if the 
state’s finances don’t continue to im- 
prove. ; 

“Republicans need to hold Demo- 
crats accountable,” he said. “That’s the 
start of a path to relevancy.” 

He noted that voters still want Brown 
to toe a tough line on spending. 

Unemployment in California has re- 
mained among the highest in the coun- 
try, even though it dropped to 10.1 per- 
cent last month. Thirty-four percent of 
poll respondents said the loss of a job 
had affected them or their families in 
the past year. Forty percent said they 
or someone in their family had been hit 
with salary cuts or a reduction in work 
hours. 

Mike Cashara, 52, of Calaveras 
County goes door-to-door helping 
mortgage companies keep tabs on fore- 
closed houses. 

“T’ve seen a lot of people struggling,” 
said Cashara, a Republican. “I’ve had 
friends who lost houses.” 

Overall, he has little faith in his po- 
litical leaders. 

“T love the state, and I love the weath- 
er,” he said. “It just seems like the taxa- 


- tion is pushing people out.” 


On the other hand, Marilyn Pon- 
seggi, 56, of San Diego County said 
things are getting back to normal. A 
Democrat, she works as a city planner 
in Chula Vista. 

“Our office is a lot busier and has a 
lot more activity,” she said. “When we. 
get busier, it’s a good sign.”

I work hard to instill in 
my children.” 

Hopkins went on to 
mention the “particular 
offense” she took to 
the fact that a white 
model was wearing the 
getup. 

“ Apparently Hopkins, 
as well as others within 
the Native American 
community, is not quite 
attuned to fashion shows in general these days, 
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which often feature gaudy, over-the-top outfits 
that are not meant to

I am not saying that 
Indians have not been 
trivialized in the past, 
because of course they 
have. 

Many of them are 
relegated to reservations 
and obvious jokes about 
them owning casinos 
are rife in popular 
culture. 

Even here at Cal 
State Long Beach, the 
Tongva tribe still fights © 
for the respect of the 
sacred land of Puvunga 
located here on campus 
and works to prevent

pas, if it can even be categorized as such, is not. 


Personally, I don’t see anything remotely offen- 
sive about the outfit that Kloss wore, which was 
removed by Victoria’s Secret from the broadcast 
due to the outcry. . : 

But where is the objection from the Circus 
Performers Guild over the circus-themed outfit 
that was also featured in the show? 

Or how about the protest from the Society Of 
Flatchested Women over the ridiculous $2.5 mil- 
lion “fantasy bra’?

Also, they announced expansion of wind 
power development in Wyoming which alone 
can provide 3,000 megawatts of power.

The Twilight Saga has been a constant source of ter- 
rible cinema for four years now. Now boyfriends every- 
where can finally rejoice, because it’s all over. 

“The Twilight Saga: Breaking Dawn Part 2” con- 
tinues where Part 1 left off. Bella, played by the 
faithfully emotionless Kristen Stewart, is finally a 
vampire. After four movies of constantly being the 
helpless heroine, she is able to béat her in-laws at arm 


wrestling, run really fast and sparkle like a disco ball_ 


every time the sun hits her porcelain skin. But Bella 
has something most 19-year-old newborn vampires 
don’t: a half-human, half-immortal baby with a stupid 
name. ‘ 

Renesmee Cullen (Mackenzie Fox), is both the 
youngest addition to the Cullen family and the creepi- 
est thing this franchise has ever seen. When Renes- 
mee is an infant, she has a disturbing computer gen- 
erated face, which is reminiscent of what was seen in 
“The Curious Case of Benjamin Button” (2008). 

The baby ages at an accelerated rate, and by the 


time Bella wakes up from her_ three-day transfor- 
mation period, Renesmee already has the face of a 
toddler with a slight resemblance to the murderous 
Chucky doll from the “Child’s Play” franchise. 

Still, Jacob Black (Taylor Lautner) can’t help but 
imprint on the creepy half-vampire, half-human baby. 

Imprinting is “a wolf thing,” where a shape-shift- 
ing wolf finds its life mate upon first sight. Before 
calling out pedophile, it should be noted that this does 
not mean that Jacob wants to make out with a baby; at 
least, not until she’s grown up. 

But Jacob’s imprinting is the least of the Cullens’ 
problems in this film, because now that the half-baby 
is around, the Volturi is on its way. ; 

The vampire community’s royal family, the Voltu- 
ri, led by the sinister Aro (Michel Sheen), is after Bel- 
la and Edward’s (Robert Pattinson) love child under 
the misconception that she is an uncontrollable im- 
mortal child. To prove that their daughter is not what

Aro thinks, they bring together as many vampires as 
they can to testify to the Volturi that Renesmee is not 
a threat to the secret of Vampirism. 

This movie is just as yawn-worthy, melodramatic 
and cheesy as the previous films, with longing looks 
and awkward sex scenes, but it does have some enter- 
taining aspects. . 

The plot line that introduces dozens of new vam- 
pires improves the supporting cast drastically, and 
their acting skills breathe new life into this otherwise 
stale story. 

Aside from Michel Sheen’s performance of Aro, 

which is a mix of evil and kind, new«faces such as 
Garrett (Lee Pace, Pushing Daisies), Alistair (Joe 
Anderson, Across the Universe) and Benjamin (Rami 
Malek, The Master) bring a level of class that this 
franchise has lacked from the get go. The actors por- 
traying these vampires bring out charismatic person- 
alities that seem to be lost on the main cast compris- 
ing the Cullen family. : 
_ The ending to this movie differs a bit from the 
book, but before “Twihards” get their panties in a 
twist, they should know that this minor, yet extremely 
entertaining addition only enhances their precious 
story. _ : 

Honestly, the only truly redeeming quality of this 
movie is the one change made. This singular scene 
may help the best friends and boyfriends who were 
dragged to see this awful franchise forget the years 
of brooding vampire torture, so it’s worth embrac-

Injury to Okpala doesn’t keep ‘Niners from defeating UCI 


The sophomore is the 
third middle blocker 
LBSU has lost to 
injury this year.

Janisa Johnson and Libby Fontanilla 
celebrated their final home match as 
49ers with a four-set victory over UC 
Irvine on Saturday. 

After dropping the first set on Senior 
Night, the Long Beach State women’s 
volleyball team (16-11, 11-5 Big West 
Conference) responded with three 


straight en route to.a 23-25, 25-19, 25- 
19, 25-20 win over the Anteaters (11-20, 
5-11 Big West). 

The win may have come at a high 
price, however, as sophomore middle 
blocker Chisom Okpala went down 
during the last point of the third set with 
an apparent ankle injury. 

LBSU can ill-afford to lose ‘any more 
of its players, especially Okpala, after all 
of the injuries it has endured this season. 

The ‘sophomore is already replac- 
ing starting middle blockers Haleigh 
Hampton (preseason shoulder sur- 
gery) and Alma Serna (season-ending 
suspension). She has embraced her in- 
creased playing time and ranks third 
in the Big West in hitting with a .323 
percentage. 

Okpala was unable to walk on her 


own power after the injury, and her sta- 
tus remains unclear.-She had tallied 11 
kills and four digs on .455 hitting before 
exiting the contest. 

Johnson and freshman outside hitter 
Alex Reid led The Beach to the win; 
and defensive specialist.Chelsea Cabra- 
jac had to play the fourth set from the 
front row thanks to the ‘Niners depleted 
lineup atthe net. 

Johnson compiled a double-double 
with 14 kills and 23 digs on .157 hit- 
ting. The senior outside hitter is one of 
only three players in LBSU history to 
accumulate 900 kills and 1;100 digs in 
a career. g 

Reid delivered 18 kills, including the 
last two’ of the match, and two blocks 
while committing only one error on 
472 hitting. 


~ LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
credited Reid for her ability to finish 


plays, despite Irvine’s anticipation of 


the attack. 

“It was great, thank goodness she 
was killing the ball and scoring at the 
end of the match,’ hé said. “[Irvine] 
knew where we were going to go, so 
they would double block everybody.” 

Gimmillaro also reflected on the 
careers. of Johnson and Fontanilla and 
pointed out their work ethic and coach- 
ability. 

“Libby [Fontanilla] is everything we 
want as a player, and Janisa [Johnson] is 
the same,” he said. “They’re hard work- 
ing kids. They don’t draw attention to 
themselves except with their play and 
they work hard in school.” 

Fontanilla, the'senior libero, said her 


teammates answered the call and made 
the necessary adjustments in order to 
secure the win in the final home match 
of the-season. 

“This game meant so much to me,” 
she said. “f thought that when Chisom 
went down, our team had to step up, 
and that’s exactly what they did.” 

Junior outside hitter Aly Squires 
paced the Anteaters with 17 kills and 
23 digs on .264 hitting. Senior libero 
Kristin Winkler added a match-high 25 
digs for Irvine. 

With her 10th dig of the night, Win- 
kler became the all-time Big West lead- 
er with 2,211 digs for her career. 

LBSU will finish its regular season at 
UC Santa Barbara (15-16, 8-8 Big West) 
and Cal Poly (3-25, 2-14 Big West) this 
weekend. ,
